Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the claimed naphtha feed and claimed 
polyimide membrane are not disclosed or suggested by the Sweet reference. Applicant also argued that the Sweet 
reference does not disclose or suggest the use of the polyurea/urethane membrane to separate aromatic and non- 
aromatic sulfur compounds from non-sulfur compounds. Applicants proposed amending the claims to include sulfur 
amounts following the membrane treatment to distinguish over the Sweet reference. Applicants also proposed 
submitting data showing that distillate feeds similar to those disclosed by Sweet will not work in the claimed process. 
Applicant will also provide information to show that the claimed polyimide membrane is not the same as the polyester 
imide membrane disclosed by Sweet. Applicant also argued that the claimed process distinguishes over the prior art in 
that the claimed process results in high olefin retention and low sulfur products having less than 100 ppm in the 
retentate. 
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
